Maurice W. Bushman, deputy di­ 
rector of the federal emergency re­ 
lief adm inistration in Adams coun­ 
ty, today was notified by Erie H 
Biddle, state director, to proceed 
with ten projects under the new re­ 
lief setup which has taken tie place 
of the CWA. 
Three of th*? projects for which 
approval was received are in G ettys­ 
burg and include the construction of 
a borough lockup in the fire engine 
house, the social survey which got 
under way ten days ago and the 
painting and construction of signs 
for the work relief adm inistration. 
Seven in County 
The other seven projects approved 
by Mr. Biddle include: grading of 
streets in McSherrystown; construc­ 
tion of concrete cisterns in Abbotts­ 
town; grading of alleys in East Ber­ 
lin; painting of schools in Union 
township; construction of a fire en­ 
gine irouse at Aspers, and the pav­ 
ing of Penn and High .streets in Big­ 
lerville. 
Adams county’s quota of men for 
the rem ainder of this week has been 
set at IOO. 
The men will work 24 
hours a week and receive 40 cents 
an hour. 
Work on the ten projects, all but 
the sign painting job, has been go­ 
ing on under the CWA, but was 
stopped last Thursday evening.
